To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Assistance  and 
Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Hereford  County  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  County  for  1932. 

Population  of  the  County  and  General  Statistics. 

The  population  of  the  County  at  mid-year  1932  is  estimated  by 
the  Registrar-General  to  be  111,200,  of  whom  41,750  belong  to  the 


Urban  Districts  and  69,450  to  the  Rural  Districts.

Birth  Rate. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1932  is  15.1  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  is 
0.1  per  1,000  lower  than  in  1931.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales 
is  15.3. 

Death  Rate. 

The  Death  Rate  for  1932  is  14.3  .per  1,000,  which  is  0.8  per  1,000 
higher  than  in  1931.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  12.0  per 
1,000.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  is  mainly  due  to  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  organs,  as  shewn  on  page  17.

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  1932  is  49  per  1,000  births.  The 
rate  for  legitimate  children  is  45  per  1,000  and  for  illegitimate  children 
9S  per  1,000  births.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  65  per  1,000 
births. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Tuberculosis  for  the  year  1932  shows  a marked 
decrease  compared  with  1931.  The  Death  Rate  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  is  0.558  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  that  from  other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis  is  0.135  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  total 
Tuberculosis  Death  Rato  is  0.692  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  0.85S 
in  1931.  This  figure  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Herefordsliire.  The 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  total  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  was 
0.S37  in  1932. 

Zymotic  Diseases. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  is  less  than  in  1931,  the 
number  of  notifications  in  1932  being  616,  against  662  in  1931.  The 
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Death  Kate  from  Influenza  is  much  the  same  as  in  1931.  The  Death 
Rate  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea  is  0.6  per  1,000  births  for  1932,  as  com- 
pared with  3.6  per  1,000  births  in  1931.  The  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  is  6.6  per  1,000  births  in  1932. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

The  treatment  of  women  suffering  from  Puerperal  Fever  and 
Puerperal  Sepsis  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  the  Hereford 
General  Hospital,  subject  to  certain  rules  and  conditions. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  are  treated  at  the  Hereford 
Eye  Hospital. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

Specimens  of  blood  for  Wassermann  Reaction  are  sent  to  Birming- 
ham University  and  films  for  Gonococci  are  examined  at  the  County- 
Laboratory.  Whenever  a positive  Wassermann  reaction  is  found,  a 
confidential  letter,  without  any  name  being  mentioned,  is  sent  to  the 
medical  practitioner  concerned  offering  treatment  for  his  patient  at  the 
Clinic.  The  Clinic  has  been  held  at  the  Isolation  Block  of  the  Hereford 
Union  Workhouse  since  31st  March,  1924,  and  in-patient  treatment  is 
also  provided  for  in  the  same  Institution.  Suggestions  have  been  made 
for  structural  alterations  of  the  clinic  premises  which  would  provide  for 
better  and  more  extensive  treatment.  There  is  still  no  adequate  pro- 
vision for  lighting,  heating  or  supply  of  hot  water. 

County  Laboratory. 

4.500  Specimens  were  examined  in  1932,  as  compared  with  4,117 
in  1931.  The  work  is  useful  in  controlling  epidemics,  and  positive 
results  of  swabs  are  phoned  to  the  doctors  and  also  to  the  District 
Medical  Officers  of  Health,  so  that  immediate  steps  can  be  taken  to 
control  epidemics. 

Mental  Deficiency. 

Cases  of  Mental  Deficiency  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical 
Adviser  by  various  voluntary  and  other  agencies.  Provision  is  made 
for  adult  cases  at  Ross  Institution,  which  is  certified  by  the  Board  of 
Control,  and  where  suitable  training  is  now  available  in  mat-making 
under  the  supervision  of  a specially  qualified  attendant.  High-grade 
cases  are  sent  to  various  other  Institutions,  where  adequate  training 
facilities  are  available.  There  is  urgent  need  for  more  accommodation 
for  mental  defectives,  as  nearly  all  the  beds  at  Ross  Certified  Institution 
are  occupied,  and  the  Board  of  Control  have  sanctioned  the  use  of  Dore 
Institution  for  women  and  children. 

I have  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Public  Assistance  and  Public 
Health  and  other  Committees  for  their  continued  co-operation  and 
support.  I also  wish  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  District  Medical 
Officers,  the  County  Veterinary  Officer,  and  Staff  for  their  valuable 
assistance  and  co-operation.

(15'4).  and  the  lowest  in  Bromyard  (12-1).  Of  the  Rural  Districts 
the  highest  rate  occurred  in  Bredwardine  (IS • 0),  and  the  lowest 
in  Hereford  (13-3). 


Illegitimate  Births. 

There  were,  during  1932,  113  (6-7%)  illegitimate  births  in  the 
County,  compared  with  117  in  1931,  and  122  in  1930. 


DEATH-RATE. 

The  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  County  during 
1932,  after  due  correction  for  residents  and  non-residents,  was 
1,644.  Of  these,  635  occurred  in  the  Urban  Districts  and  1,009 
in  the  Rural  Districts.  The  following  table  shows  how  these

The  death-rate  of  the  County  for  1932  is  0-S  per  1,000  higher 
than  that  for  the  year  1931,  and  is  2-8  per  1,000  higher  than  the 
death-rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

Of  the  Urban  Districts,  the  highest  death-rate  (21-4)  occurred 
in  Ledbury  and  of  the  Rural  Districts  (17.4)  in  Kington  and 
Dore.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  1932,  77  deaths  were  directly  attributable 
to  Tuberculosis.  Of  this  number  62  of  the  deaths  were  caused 
by  Pulmonary'  Tuberculosis  (Phthisis),  and  15  by  other  tubercular 
diseases. 

Compared  with  1931,  therefore,  there  were  18  less  deaths 
from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  15  less  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
of  the  Lungs  (Phthisis),  and  3 less  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis 
than  in  1931. 
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Phthisis. 

Tuberculosis  of  Lungs  (Phthisis). — The  number  of  deaths 
from  Phthisis  in  the  Administrative  County  during  1932  was  62 
(compared  with  77  in  1931),  of  which  24  occurred  in  the  Urban 
and  38  in  the  Rural  Districts.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


Notification,  Etc. 

The  number  of  Pulmonary  Cases  notified  during  1932  was 
1 less,  and  the  number  of  non-Pulmonary  Cases  notified  was  1 1 more 

than  in  1931. 

Nieuport  Sanatorium,  Ahneley,  provided  by  the  County 
Council,  was  ready  for  the  reception  of  early  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
at  the  end  of  January,  1923,  and  provision  is  made  for  the  treat- 
ment of  34  adults  and  28  children.  The  Children’s  Block  is 
entirely  separated  from  " Nieuport  House,”  where  the  adults  are 
accommodated.  There  are  also  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  at 
Hereford,  Bromyard,  Kington,  Leominster,  Ross  and  Ledbury, 
full  particulars  being  given  as  to  situation  and  time  of  clinic  on 
page  35  of  this  Report. 

A fairly  large  number  of  advanced  cases  has  been  treated  at 
Sanatorium,  and  difficulty  has  been  found  in  getting  early  cases  for 
admission  to  Sanatorium,  although  every  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Officers  and  Medical  Practitioners  has  been  utilized 
to  secure  this. 

The  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officers  are  always  willing  to  examine 
doubtful  cases.  ' Such  cases  can  be  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  for 
further  observation,  and  it  has  been  possible  to  get  X-Ray  films  taken 
either  at  the  Hereford  General  Hospital,  Talgarth  Sanatorium  or 
elsewhere. 
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An  X-Ray  Department  at  the  Sanatorium,  however,  would 
be  of  much  more  use,  as  not  only  could  films  be  taken  to  assist  in 
the  observation  of  doub.tful  cases  and  their  diagnoses  confirmed, 
but  also  the  extent  and  type  of  disease  of  in-patients  could  be 
further  investigated. 

At  the  present  time  it  is  practically  impossible  to  treat  a 
patient  by  the  induction  of  artificial  pneumothorax — a method 
of  treatment  which  for  years  has  been  used  in  the  majority  of 
Sanatoria. 

Surgical  Tuberculosis. 

Four  beds  at  Shropshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital  are  available 
for  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis,  and  these  are  occupied  almost 
continuously  throughout  the  year,  and  at  the  present  time  seem 
to  meet  the  requirements  adequately.  Four  beds  are  available 
for  Lupus  Cases  at  the  London  Hospital. 

General. 

During  1932,  62  deaths  occurred  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
— 33  males  and  29  females.  Of  these,  32  males  and  26  females 
have  been  traced  as  being  notified  ; 1 male  and  3 females  were 
not  notified.  Fifteen  deaths  occurred  from  non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis — 9 males  and  6 females,  of  whom  7 males  and  6 
females  had  been  previously  notified ; 2 males  were  not  notified. 
The  ratio  of  non-notified  Tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  Tuberculosis 
deaths  is  therefore  6 : 77  or  1 : 13. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  or  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925, 
Section  62,  during  the  year. 

I 

Very  close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  Sanitary 
Authorities,  and  copies  of  Laboratory  Reports  on  analyses  of 
Sputa,  etc.,  are  sent  to  Sanitary  Authorities  for  their  information, 
and  those  Authorities  materially  assist  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  by 
undertaking  the  disinfection  of  shelters. 

No  Dental  Treatment  is  provided  by  the  Council. 

Patients  are  visited  regularly  by  the  Health  Visiting  Staff 
on  their  discharge  from  Sanatorium. 

A large  amount  of  work  is  done  in  regard  to  non-Pulmonary 
cases  by  the  local  Orthopa;dic  After-Care  Committee — a voluntary 
organisation  under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society — • 
which  is  a most  efficient  body  of  workers.  Clinics  are  held  at 
Hereford,  Leominster  and  Ledbury,  under  the  supervision  of  a 
Surgeon  from  Shropshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital.

Treatment. 

(a)  Dispensaries. 

During  the  year  the  Dispensaries  dealt  with  1,005  separate 
attendances  of  patients,  involving  829  patients;  416  new  cases 
came  under  review. 

The  function  of  the  Dispensary  is  to  decide  what  form  of 
treatment  is  suitable  for  each  case.  Early  cases  only,  if  possible, 
should  be  sent  to  Sanatorium,  while  late  cases  are  granted 
Domiciliary  treatment  and  the  use  of  a Shelter  where  possible. 

(b)  Institutional. 

Eleven  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis  received  treatment  at 
the  Shropsfure  Orthopaedic  Hospital  during  the  year — -6  males 

and  5 females. 

Two  cases  of  Lupus  were  treated  at  London  Hospital — both 
females. 


NIEUPORT  SANATORIUM. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  YEAR  ENDED 
31st  DECEMBER,  1932. 

During  the  year  1932  we  have  had  about  the  same  number 
of  patients — rather,  fewer  adults  and  more  children  ; more  inter- 
mediate and  fewer  early  male  cases  have  been  received  and  less 
advanced  cases  amongst  the  women.

The  children's  beds  have  as  usual  been  fully  occupied. 

We  have  still  failed  to  obtain  sufficient  Herefordshire  patients 
of  the  right  type  to  keep  the  adult  beds  fully  occupied,  and  several 
cases  from  Worcester  have  been  obtained  to  fill  the  empty  beds. 

Every  year  one  regrets  the  lack  of  early  cases,  as  this  is  the 
type  of  case  which  responds  more  readily  to  sanatorium  treatment 
and  produces  the  best  results.  Furthermore,  cases  doing  well  are 
often  anxious  to  leave  before  having  sufficient  treatment  to  give 
them  a better  chance  of  keeping  well  after  returning  home  from 
sanatorium.  As  soon  as  they  feel  well  they  wish  to  go,  often  with 
disastrous  results,  as  they  are  liable  to  break  down  after  leaving 
sanatorium.

It  will  be  seen  from  Table  VI.  that  8 cases  (4  men,  1 woman  and 
3 cliildren)  left  the  Sanatorium  against  my  advice.  On  the  whole, 
the  patients  have  carried  out  their  treatment  to  my  satisfaction, 
and  their  general  conduct  has  been  excellent. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  patients,  as  they  improved  in  health, 
were  given  some  useful  work  to  do.  The  men  have  done  quite 
helpful  jobs  in  the  gardens  and,  on  wet  days,  have  chopped  fire- 
wood. in  the  shed  adapted  for  the  purpose.  The  women  have 
followed  their  usual  routine  of  washing  up  after  meals,  and  tidying 
their  quarters.

There  are  now  52  Shelters  in  use.  These  have  been  fairly 
well  utilized  during  the  year. 

Extra  Nourishment. 

During  1932  grants  for  extra  nourishment  were  made  to  33 
patients  at  a cost  of  £117  6s.  9d. 

Nursing  Arrangements. 

These  are  the  same  as  described  in  previous  Reports,  and 
form  part  of  the  approved  Xursing  Scheme  for  the  County.  In 
addition  to  attendance  at  the  Dispensaries,  domiciliary  visitation 
is  made  to  notified  cases  as  soon  after  notification  as  possible. 
Special  visits  and  much  attention  have  been  devoted  to  Tuber- 
culous soldiers.

There  were  12  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified  during  the 
year  (4  from  Urban  Districts  and  8 from  Rural  Districts),  and  13 
cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  (5  Urban  and  8 Rural).

ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

The  provision  in  respect  of  Infectious  Diseases  Isolation 
Hospitals  remains  the  same.  A survey  has  been  made  of  all 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  during  the  year  and  the  subject  of 
the  present  accommodation  is  at  present  under  consideration.  A 
list  of  these  Hospitals  will  be  found  on  page  1U. 
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Venereal  Diseases. 

By  the  Approved  Scheme  one  Treatment  Centre  is  provided 
at  the  Isolation  Block  of  the  Hereford  Union  for  the  whole  County, 
and  is  under  the  care  of  a physician  and  a surgeon  who  have 
specialised  in  these  diseases.  Arrangements  are  made  with 
Birmingham  University  Pathological  Department  for  the  Wasser- 
inann  tests,  etc.,  and  with  the  County  Laboratory  for  part  of  the 
microscopical  work.  In-patient  treatment  is  also  provided  for 
at  the  same  institution.  Re-construction  of  the  Clinic  premises 
is  at  present  under  consideration. 

The  Clinic  is  available  for  the  entire  County,  and  is  also  open 
to  patients  from  the  Count}-  of  Radnor. 

The  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Isolation  Block,  Hereford  Union 
Workhouse,  at  ■ the  following  hours  : — 

Tuesdays,  6-7  p.m. — Females. 

Wednesdays,  1.30  to  2.30  p.m. — Males  and  Females. 

Fridays,  6-7  p.m. — Males. 

. The  Clinic  is  open  to  Males  for  irrigation  daily  (except  Sundays) 
between  6 and  7 p.m.

The  present  arrangements  are  fairly  adequate  and  the  co- 
operation of  the  medical  profession  is  satisfactory.  On  receipt 
of  the  results  of  the  Wassermann  reactions  from  Birmingham,  a 
letter  is  sent  to  each  practitioner  whose  patient  has  given  a positive 
result,  together  with  a card  giving  all  particulars  of  the  Clinic  and 
offering  treatment  for  his  patient  under  the  Council’s  scheme. 

The  medical  practitioners  in  the  area  are  all  well  informed 
of  the  facilities  provided  for  diagnosis  and  treatment,  and  that 
they  can  consult  the  medical  officers  of  the  Clinic  by  appointment 

on  any  Clinic  day. 

Fifteen  medical  practitioners,  in  addition  to  the  medical 
officers  of  the  Clinic,  are  qualified  to  receive  free  supplies  of 
arsenobenzol  compounds.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Urban  Districts. 

The  water  supply  in 

Hereford  City  has 

been  extended  in 

Hinton  J ane,  230  yards  of  3-inch  low  pressure  main,  and  in  Ledbury 
Road,  3*0  yards  of  high  pressure  main. 

Leakages  have  been  discovered  in  the  Reservoir  at  the  City 
Waterworks,  and  repairs  carried  out  at  a cost  of  £521. 

Rural  Districts. 

The  water  supplies  in  the  Rural  Districts  are  mainly  from 
shallow  wells,  which  yield  waters  of  a rather  low  standard. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

In  Hereford  City  sanction  has  now  been  obtained  to  extend  the 
sewerage  arrangements  at  a cost  of  £1,000  in  College  Road,  Ledbury 
Road  and  Westfaling  Street.  It  has  been  decided,  owing  to  the 
rapid  development  of  the  Westfields  area,  that  the  existing  6-inch 
sewer  be  replaced  by  a 9-inch  sewer  at  a cost  of  £2,000. 

In  Ledbury  Urban  District  the  refuse  tip  has  been  removed 
to  a more  satisfactory  locality. 
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SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

This  is  undertaken  by  the  Standing  Joint  Committee  of  the 
County,  so  far  as  the  County  area  is  concerned.  The  City  of 
Hereford  is  a separate  local  executive  Authority,  and  its  Health 
Committee  controls  the  duties  performed  under  the  Acts.

Health  Visiting. 

The  present  Scheme,  as  approved  by  the  Local  Government 
Board,  was  initiated  in  November,  1917. 

The  present  staff  consists  of  the  Superintendent,  with  the 
assistance  of  a lady  clerk,  four  full  time  and  one  half-time  Health 
Visitors,  working  in  six  Health  areas.  In  November,  1928,  the 
areas  of  Ledbury  and  Bromyard  were  put  under  the  charge  of  one 
Health  Visitor,  who  is  provided  with  a motor  car.  Within  these 
areas  the  part-time  service  of  49  local  District  Nurses  is  also  avail- 
able, for  school  and  tuberculosis  work  and  notification  of  birth 
duties. 

In  the  several  areas  the  Health  Visitors,  assisted  by  the  local 
District  Nurses,  visit  the  notified  births,  attend  the  local  Infant 
Welfare  Centres,  visit  all  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  including 
discharged  soldiers,  and  attend  the  local  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries.

Grants  to  District  Nursing  Associations.

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  up  to  five  years 
of  age,  are  seen  at  the  Voluntary  Child  Welfare  Centres.  Ante- 
Natal  advice  is  given  at  the  Centres.  Ante-Natal  visits  are  also 
paid  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  the  different  areas  and  advice  given. 
There  are  no  Hospitals  rim  by  the  County  Council  for  the  reception 
of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children. 

The  arrangements  for  out-patient  orthopaedic  treatment  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age  is  undertaken  by  the  local  Ortho- 
paedic After  Care  Committee,  as  described  under  Tuberculosis. 
Four  children  were  treated  at  Shropshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital 
during  the  year. 

Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1918. — The  Order 
has  been  in  force  during  the  year,  and  is  operative  within  the 
County  area  as  a whole.  No  scale  of  wages  has  been  adopted  by 
the  Council,  the  basis  of  distribution  being  largely  destitution. 
Every  case  is  carefully  scrutinised  by  the  Health  Visitors,  and  all 
information  as  to  wages,  number  in  family,  etc.,  is  transmitted  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  special  forms.  Applica- 
tions come  through  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  medical  prac- 
titioners, local  nurses,  and  Health  Visitors.  During  the  period  in 
question  these  cases  were  dealt  with  at  a cost  of  £64  16s.  Od. 
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Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

Voluntary  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  established  in  Leominster, 
Ross,  Ledbury,  Kington,  Wcobley,  Bromyard,  Peterchurch, 
Pontrilas  and  Colwall.  In  the  case  of  Wcobley  the  meetings  are 
held  alternately  in  Wcobley  and  Dilwyn. 

The  County  Council  gives  to  each  Voluntary  Centre  a yearly 
grant,  and  the  County  Medical  Officer,  or  one  of  his  Assistants, 
gives  advice  at  the  Centres  at  each  meeting. 

These  Welfares  are  run  by  enthusiastic  voluntary  workers 
who  have  local  knowledge  of  the  cases  requiring  advice.  This 
voluntary  effort  is  carried  on  in  cordial  co-operation  with  the 
official  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses. 

Much  encouragement  has  been  forthcoming  from  general 
practitioners  in  the  areas  concerned. 

At  several  of  the  Centres  useful  exhibitions  were  held,  and  at 
all  the  Centres  " Health  Talks  ” were  given  during  the  year.

Quarterly  Routine  Inspections  of  Midwives  and  Special  Visits 
when  necessary  are  undertaken  by  the  Inspector  of  Midwives.

Still  Births. 

The  19  Still  Births  were  notified  by  14  Midwives — six  at 
7 months,  three  at  8 months,  and  ten  at  full  term. 

Abortions. 

The  23  abortions  were  notified  by  18  midwives.  The  periods 
of  gestation  were  three  at  8 weeks  ; six  at  12  weeks  ; two  at 
14  weeks  ; two  at  20  weeks  ; others  not  given. 

Inflammation  of  and  Discharge  from  Eyes. 

Eighteen  cases  of  discharging  eyes  were  notified  by  15  Mid- 
wives as  being  the  cause  of  sending  for  medical  help.  All  recovered 
satisfactorily. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Rise  of  Temperature. 

Medical  help  was  called  in  22  cases  on  account  of  rise  of 
temperature  during  the  puerperium.  Six  cases  were  admitted  to 
Hospital  as  Puerperal  Fever,  of  which  three  recovered  and  three 
died.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  nursing  of  four  cases  at 
home  and  all  four  made  good  recoveries.

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

At  the  end  of  1931  there  were  15  males  and  23  females  certified 
and  under  control.  During  the  year  3 males  and  3 females  were 
certified  and  sent  to  Ross  Certified  Institution.  ' One  male  was 
sent  to  Stoke  Park  Colony.  Two  females  were  discharged  on 

licence. 

There  were  19  males  and  22  females  in  Certified  Institutions 
at  the  end  of  1932. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  148  males  and  124  females  were  under 
supervision  at  their  homes. 

Twenty-nine  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  Committee  during 
the  year,  and  5 males  and  4 females  were  ordered  to  be  certified. 

The  mentally  defective  cases  are  visited  periodically  by  the 
Health  Visitors,  and  reported  on  every  two  months  by  them  to 
the  Medical  Adviser,  who  visits  and  reports  on  urgent  cases. 


COUNTY  LABORATORY. 

Complete  outfits  are  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
under  whose  personal  supervision  the  work  of  the  Laboratory  is 
conducted.  Positive  results  arc  transmitted  by  telephone  or 
telegram  in  order  to  avoid  delay.  No  charge  is  made  for  the 
examination  of  " ordinary  ” specimens  arising  out  of  the  routine 
work  of  any  Sanitary  Authority  in  the  County. 

Specimens,  however,  sent  by  the  general  public  are  subject  to 
a modified  fee.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COUNTY  VETERINARY 
OFFICER  for  the  Year  1932. 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  County  and  City  of  Hereford  for  the  year  1932. 

This  Report  covers  the  work  carried  out  in  the  County 
Laboratory,  the  use  of  which  has  always  been  of  great  assistance 
to  my  work,  as  it  enables  a diagnosis  to  be  arrived  at  in  a good 
many  cases  in  a very  much  shorter  time  than  would  otherwise 
be  possible. 
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I have  carried  out  a greatly  increased  number  of  examinations 
of  milk,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below,  and  have  found 
3 samples  to  be  positive.  Control  samples  sent  away  for  biological 
examination  have  shewn  that  very  few  have  been  missed  by 
microscopical  examination. 

Under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  there  have  been  112  cases 
reported,  as  against  98  last  year.  Of  these,  44  proved  positive 
under  the  Order,  and  post-mortem  examination  shewed  that  seven 
were  in  the  advanced  stage. 

The  following  table  shows  some  of  the  results  obtained  from 
specimens  which  I have  examined  in  the  Laboratory  during  the 
year.
